Missouri's poultry farms, he de- 
clared, lag far behind some other 
states in production of broilers or 
fryers and should deliver more 
chicken to Missouri tables. In 
Delaware, poultry farms get 10 
times the average Missouri farm 
income from poultry, he reported, 
“while we speclalize in hatching 
baby chicks and market more eggs 
and full-grown chickens.” Sum- 
ming up his case, he declared: 
“I have never seen a large fryer 
from Missouri.” 

Digesting those facts, the busi- 
nessmen-farmers viewed some live 
and iced Missouri chickens and 
then sat down to a chicken 
luncheon—Franklin county (Mo.)

“I do mean to argue that any 
such cynical reversal would be a 
major policy decision which should 
not be fhade through the backdoor 
of an appropriation bill. Indeed, 
it should not be made at all.”

Under the $7500 limitation, 
many workers now totally dis- 
abled for life can only receive 
300 weeks of total disability com- 
pensation.

U. S. Canceled Lend-Lease, 
Yet during this same critical 

period, the United States dis- 
rupted Britain’s economic plan- 
ning by canceling lend-lease with- 
out notice; attached conditions to 
the original credit which nullified 
many of its benefits, and is now 
inclined to employ ERP as a 
means of influencing Britain to 
shape her economic policies to 
suit American prejudices, To cap 
the climax, the House of Repre- 
sentatives has emasculated the 
trade agreements act. ? 

If Smoot-Hawley isolationism 
dictates American tariff policy, 
neither Britain nor any other de- 
mocracy will recover. 

At the same time that we are 
. appropriating billions of dollars in 
order to further British recovery, 
we are simultaneously insisting

measures which threaten to make 
our help of little, if any, lasting 
benefit. While we are paying 
lip service to the cause of eco- 
nomie and financial co-operation 
under the U.N., in our bilateral 
relations with other countries, we 
are frequently taking action which 
impedes international co-operation 
and stifles world recovery. 

Although the nature of the 
harm which British policy has 
done to the U.N. is distinct, its 
extent is even greater. Foreign 
Secretary Bevin seems to be con- 
vinced that British interests will

sible any enlightened form of co-

Palestine A Warning. 
Palestine is primarily a dra- 
matic warning that the English-

There is a loud demand that 
Moscow and Washington get to- 
gether. Is it not even more urgent 
that London and Washington get 
together upon a common policy 
which will make their acts cor- 
respond to their oft-reiterated as- 
sertions that the success of the 
U. N. is their first objective? 

Unless such an identity of pur- 
pose determines the policies of

ENVOY SAYS BRITAIN 
BACKS U.S. IN COLD 
WAR WITH RUSSIA 


Franks Asks ‘Better Atmos- 
phere’ in Finding Solution 
to Palestine Problem. 


WASHINGTON, June 9 (AP)— 
Britain’s new ambassador said 
yesterday that “we are with you” 
in the cold war between -the 
United States and Soviet Russia. 

Sir Oliver Franks, after making 
a speech at the National Press 
Club, was asked whether Britain 
considers its role to be that of 
mediator or partisan in the cold 
war. He replied: 

J would say that after the fail- 
ure of the Big Four talks last 
winter we have come to the con- 
| clusion we are with you on this 
issue. 

1 don’t wish to be misunder- 
stood as saying that our attitude 
will continue to be, point for point, 
the same as yours. But on the big 
Issue, the answer is yes.” 

In his first public address since 
taking the post as ambassador, 
Franks urged that the United 
States and Britain seek to create 
a “better atmosphere” for efforts 
to find a solution of the Palestine 
problem. 

“Who has not made mistakes?” 
he asked. “What matters is that 
we find an atmosphere in which 
there is not recrimination, but an 
approach to the problems as they 
are. 

Tm not asking that there be 
no criticism of Britain in this 
country.

And solid in- 
formation available to the Brit- 
ish Intelligence Service indicated 
that the Soviets were fully pre- 
pared to take advantage of this 
situation. 

Loan Reported Promised. 

As soon as sanctions were im- 
posed, a violent political explosion 
in Iraq would have been inevit- 
able. The pro-Soviet political group 
in Iraq, more powerful than in 
any other Middle Eastern country 
except possibly Iran, was clearly 
preparing to use this explosion 
to its own ends, with Russian sup- 


port. 

Soviet support, according to the 
intelligence reports, was to take 
the form of a gold loan. This 
loan had already been promised to 
pro-Soviet Iraq leaders, even while 
the discussions in the United Na- 
tions were in progress. It was to 
be made available after the sanc- 
tions were imposed, in exchange 
for certain concessions to Rus- 
sia, There is no doubt at all that 
these concessions would have as- 
sured. effective Soviet political 
control of Iraq. 

The results were wholly pre- 
dictable. Extension of effective 
Russian influence to Iraq would 
mean the by-passing of the whole 
British-American holding line to 
the Soviet Union’s south, iy 
Greece, Turkey and Iran.

In seeking global peace, he con- 
tinued, “it is my dellef that if 
America produced for peace as it 
did for war, all-out, ‘without 
strikes or stoppages, inside of two 
years the foundations of economic 
stability in the world could be es- 
tablished.”

Merits of the Rail Rate System 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your editorial “Legal Rail Cartel?” 
stated that the ICC only passes on about 
1 per cent of the rate changes. 

This is true only of the day-to-day 
tariff changes. It does not take into 
consideration that the ICC has pre- 
scribed rates on thousands of commodi- 
ties and practically all class rates, More 
tonnage moves under ICC-established 
than under carrier-established rates. 

The ICC has certified over 15,000 prac- 
titioners as qualified to practice before 
it. Many more thousands of industrial 
traffic experts are fully familiar with 
the laws governing the railroads. They 
carefully scan every rate change the 
railroads file with the ICC. 

This means that 100 per cent instead 
of 1 per cent of all rate changes are 
carefully considered and by those most 
interested—the shipper who pays the 
bill. 

Your editorial further stated that the 
railroads are guilty of such things as 
discouraging rate reductions by individ- 
ual railroads, discriminating against 
Southern and Western industry, and 
holding back improvements. You must 
realize- that cutthroat competition in 
rates is not desirable. During the last 
depression many roads were losing 
money so fast they were proposing rate 
reductions that were beyond reason. 

During this time the ICC. found it 
necessary to issue many minimum rate 
orders to prevent such roads from com- 
mitting financial suicide. If the ICC 
had not protected these roads against 
themselves, our railroads would have 
been in even worse shape than they 
were when the war started. It might 
have meant the difference between vic- 
tory and defeat. , 

Hur Southern and Western politicians 
have caused the industries in their sec- 
tions many a headache in fighting for 
lower class rates, which will probably 
be of more help to Northern industries 
selling in the South than to Southern 
shippers in reaching Northern markets. 

Many commodities such as brick, ter- 
tilizer, iron, steel. and lumber enjoy 
lower rates in the South and West than 
in the North. These rates are going to 
be increased to make up the revenue 
loss on the reduced class rates, as none 
of the roads in these territories is 
making even reasonable profits. 
Railroads make improvements as fast 
as they can, but find it difficult to raise 
the necessary capital, as their earnings 
have almost always been subnormal com- 
pared with other industries; therefore 
they are considered poor investments. 
If the public will give the railroads rea- 
sonable rates, some tax relief, and pro- 
tection from subsidized competitors, you 
will find they are ready and anxious to 
give the public the most modern and 
efficient transportation possible. 

Prior to the ICC there were no rate 
“cartels” such as you find objectionable, 
and things were pretty bad. The large 
shipper secured the lowest net rates 
through rebates and thus drove his com- 
petitor out of business. Today, pro- 
posed rate changes are advertised to the 


shipping public, which has an oppor. 


tunity to express its views prior to pub- 
lication in tariff form. 

It is no longer possible for the big 
shipper to have a secret agreement with 
a railroad and thus get a contract based 
on a reduced rate while his competitor 
is on the higher rate. 

Don’t you think the present method of 
“playing the cards on the table” is the 


best?

Chairman Gurney of the Senate Armed 
Services Committee tersely stated the case 
against the Lodge amendment to the selective 
service bill to permit the Army to enlist 25,000 
aliens. Pointing out that “this is.a fundamental 
change in our policies,” the South Dakota Sena- 
tor said: “Many people feel that such a move 
would subject our nation to the criticism. that 
our own people are not willing te bear arms in 
defense of the nation.” 

This would be the reaction inevitably not only 
among many Americans at home, but among the 
citizens of a good many foreign countries. They 
would ask just how good the United States is 
if our citizens are so little interested in military 
security as to employ a large number of aliens. 
That certainly would be no boost for democracy 


- as a way of life or form of government. 


Something is wrong with our armed services 
and the way they handle recruits if 25,000 young 


men cannot be found in the country to fill 


these openings. Of course, the aliens want to en- 
list, They want to enlist for the food, clothing, 
cigarettes and tobacco and for the prospect of 
citizenship when the duty is finished. After 
V-E day, Nazi soldiers besieged American mili- 


_ tary headquarters on the weird assumption that 


the United States would welcome its late ene- 
mies as comrades in arms. 

As it was, we eventually engaged groups of 
Poles and other nationals in Germany for guard 
and other duty. Some have given excellent 
account of themselves. Others have been 
trouble-makers and misusers of the authority 
and responsibility given to them, So far as 
impressing the German is concerned, none took 
the place of American citizens in American uni- 
forms. Every foreigner on duty for us was re- 
garded as another witness for the German belief 
that the United States did not intend to stay on 
the job in Europe.

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A Blow at Gray-Market Parasites 

The Jones & Laughlin Steel Corp. of Pitts- 
burgh deserves a hand for the strong measures 
it is taking to rid itself of any connection with 
gray-market parasites. In Detroit and in Chi- 
cago, the company has filed damage suits against 


men who claimed they could offer Jones & 


Laughlin steel at higher than the market price. 
Injunctions were also asked against the defend- 
ants’ repeating such offers. 

The gray market in steel, according to an esti- 
mate by Fortune magazine, is costing the coun- 
try a half billion dollars a year. Fortune re- 
marks that no one has been able to prove a 
single case of an under-the-counter payment to a 
steel corporation official in return for an order 
of steel at list price. Yet the public wonders 
why the steel industry has not been able to 
police its customers better by finding which ones 
are diverting their orders to the gray market 
and stopping deliveries to them. 

The defendant in the Jones & Laughlin suit in 
Chicago testified that he had offered steel ingots 
to the Ford Motor Co. at $75 to $79 a ton when 
the list price was $37. This doubling of the basic 
price of steel, of course, ultimately would have 
been paid by purchasers of Ford automobiles. 

In granting the injunction at Chicago, Federal 
Judge Michael Igoe said that the testimony pre- 
sents a challenge. to the entire steel industry to 
clean its own house. President Ben Moreel of 
Jones & Laughlin has set an example for other 
steel company executives to follow. 
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Once again June graduates are being told by 
hundreds of commencement orators to buckle 
down for the improvement of the world. Per- 
haps it is just as well that these speeches do not 
have much effect against the powers of evil, else 
the speakers would be at a loss what to say year 
after year. 


Col. Donovan’s Mission 

It is an excellent thing that American news- 
paper correspondents have been able to send 
William J. Donovan, wartime director of the 
Office of Strategic Services, to Greece to inves- 
tigate the murder of George Polk, correspondent 
for the Columbia Broadcasting System. But it 
is a shameful thing that this murder was not 
so promptly and thoroughly investigated by the 
American Government that no privately-spon- 
sored probe would have been necessary, 

Polk’s honest. and courageous reporting had 
made him distasteful to the seactionary Govern- 
ment which is being kept in power in Athens by 
American subsidies. At first the Greek Govern- 
ment implied that Polk had been murdered by 
Communists. But the circumstances tended to 
disprove this theory and to suggest that he may 
have been murdered by agents or sympathizers 
of Gi reactionaries. They feared Polk and 
had tried to embarrass him with his office in 
New York. | 

Washington has made nothing liké the pro- 
test or probe of Polk's death that it probably 
would have made if an American correspondent

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had been murdered in one of the countries 
which ate Russian satellites: Why not? Is it 


because Dwight Griswold, administrator of aid 


to Greece, did not like Polk any better than he 


likes Homer Bigart of the New York Herald 


Tribune, against whose stories he has protested? 

This was a brutal crime against the American 
press and radio, upon which the American pub- 
lic depends for information as to how the 
hundreds of millions of dollars it supplies for 
Greece are being spent. Col. Donovan can per- 
form a service by finding out why the American 
Government did not investigate this murder 
more vigorously, as well as by probing the mur- 
der itself. . 
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Invitation to Disaster

tion of river control plans for the Missouri 
Valley. 

He points out that the Columbia River dis- 
aster is due to shortcomings of the Army Engi- 
neers and the Reclamation Bureau in dealing 
with river and basin development of an en- 
tire region. He further points out that the 
same shortcomings are threatening the same 


unfortunate results in the Missouri Valley. 


If the Senate does not now adopt the resolu- 
tion which Senator Murray introduced three 
months ago, it can have no alibi in the event 
of such a fiasco of flood control in the Missouri 
Valley as is occurring in the Columbia Valley. 
It has been warned that the danger exists, it 
has been told what the danger is, and it has 
been advised how to avert the danger. 


Flood protection is not the only reason why 
a commission should investigate what is going 
on in the Missouri Valley in the name pf de- 
velopment. As Senator Murray said in introduc- 
ing his resolution, it is highly questionable that 
there is enough water in the Missouri River to 
support both the navigation plans of the Army 
and the irrigation plans of Reclamation. He 
said that indications also are that the costs of 
irrigation water and electric power will be 
unreasonably high under the present makeshift 
arrangement. 

“These are serious charges, and I do not 
make them lightly,” he said. The Senate will do 
well not to take them lightly. If the inadequa- 
cies of the present plans add up to a major 
flood disaster in this region, there will be ex- 
ceedingly large numbers of constituents who 
will want to know why. a 
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Not That Safe, Please! 


William T. Stone, director of the State De- 
partment’s Office of International Information, 
has promised a Senate subcommittee that fu- 
ture foreign broadcasts will be “supervised as 
carefully as if they were soap operas.” 


Even on first reading, this news left us 
vaguely alarmed. After some research, this 
alarm has changed to something resembling 
consternation. The Voice of America broadcasts 
need supervision—no doubt of that—but do they 
really need that much supervision? 


That eminent sociologist, Dr. James Thurber 
of the New Yorker, has immersed himself in the 
history and present state of soap operas. And 
he concludes that soap operas, also called 
“weepies,” are so closely supervised that they 
are not only innocuous but insipid. Supervision 
of the Voice of America ought to stop some- 
where short of that. 

Soapland (Thurber finds) is a peaceful 
world, a political and economic Utopia, free 
of international un the menace of fis- 
sion, the threat: of lation, depression, 
general unemployment, the infiltration of 
Communists and the problems of racism. 
The good people, both men and women, ¢an- 
not smoke cigarettes or touch alcoholic bev- 
erages, or even beer or sherry. In a moment 
of tragedy or emotional tension, the good 
people turn to tea or coffe, iced or hot. 
Instead of asking, “Soda or branch water?” 

the host in “Young Dr. Malone” inquires, Don't 
you want a nice, cold glass of ice water? How 
many cubes?” 

As for sex, Thurber gives the following as an 
advanced example of a compromising situation 
in dishfan drama: “He (an innocent visitor) had 
carelessly upset a glass of iced tea into the

The Political Storm in France 


N the rush of our election-year politics the meaning of the politi- 

cal storm in France is likely to be lost sight of. But it is just 

possible that the gathering storm has greater significance for the 
future than anything that will happen on this side of the water. 


Back of the agitation and the 
fear that cut across all political 
lines is the tragic history of the 
period between the two wars. 
Then, as now, 

France lived in 
terror of the re- 
birth of German 
might.

If the agreement on 
a central government for Western 
Germany has shattered that bal- 
ance, then the cost is too high. 


No Arms From U.S. 


Some concessions were made to 
the French in London. The pro- 
duction of the Ruhr is to be con- 
trolled by a board on which West- 
ern Europe and the United States 
will be represented. Firm commit- 
ments were made for the long- 
time control and occupation of 
Germany. 

But for Bidault returning to 
face the hostility of the left and 
the right, this is not enough. It 
is the shadow rather than the sub- 
stance, 


Bidault had hoped to be able 


to match the agreement on Ger- 
many, with its provision for a 
central government, by an. assur- 
ance of arms from the United 
States to build up new French 
divisions. That was to have been 
the substance of security to quiet 
the fears of the French people. 


30,000 Rifles. 
Some weeks ago a kind of lend 


lease of United States arms — 
surplus arms, at any rate—was 
seriously considered. This hope 
was held out to the French and 
to the other nations of Western 
Europe. n . 

At that time a French milita 
mission told American military 
planners that the urgent need was 
for 30,000 rifles to be used in 
putting together at once two new 
French divisions. It had prev- 
fously been indicated that surplus 
rifles were available. 

After some deliberation the 
French were told that it would be 
impossible to arrange the transfer 

of the rifles. Undoubtedly, the 
difficulty of obtaining Congres- 
sional approval for such a move 


was à paramount reason; But 
United States military men also 
hinted that in view of the grow- 
ing tension in relations with Sov- 
iet Russia, not even surplus arm- 
aments could be spared. 

For Bidault and his colleagues 
in the Schuman Government, try- 
ing desperately to hold the middle 
position, this was a hard blow. 
They know that France today is 
virtually defenseless. And, more 
important, they know the under- 
lying desire of the French people 
is to avoid a war at almost any 
cost, A war would mean occupa- 
tion, and the horror of the years 
after 1940 is still terribly vivid 
in the memory of the French. 


Fear of Wall St. 


Back of French doubts and 
fears is a suspicion of United 
States motives. The French op- 
posed a central government for 
Western Germany with a constit- 
uent assembly. They argued at 
London for building up the politi- 
cal strength of the separate Ger- 
man states. 

In the view of the French, a 
centralized government also will 
mean a centralized industrial-eco- 
nomic system and it is here that 
the gravest French doubts enter. 

There is a belief that banking 
interests in New York are out to 
make a killing in Germany. With 
dollars they could acquire German 
interests for very little. Such in- 
vestments would show enormous 
advances within a short time as 
German industry recovered under 
the spur of the Marshall plan. 


The House Is No Help. 


With that American stake in 
the German economy, the cards 
would be stacked against western 
Europe. Or so the suspicious 
French believe, * 

In many respects, French policy 
on Germany has been tragically 
short-sighted since World War II. 
It has often seemed to be merely 
a repetition of the worst errors 
committed after World War I. 

French stubbornness has made 
the position of Gen. Lucius D. 
Clay, United States military com- 
mander in Germany, doubly diffi- 
cult. But after all this has bean 
said, French opinion and the 
threat of an upheaval in France 
are real. 

The threat happens to coincide 
with, the action of the House of 
Repfesentatives in lopping a bil- 
lion dollars off the recovery pro- 
gram. The combination of the 
German agreement and the House 
blunder can chill .the beginning 
recovery and co-operation. If that 
happens, it will be difficult or im- 


possible to build it back again.

The daring young surveyor, 
Clark, persuaded Gov. Henry, at 
the beginning of 1778, to send him 
at the head of an expedition into 
the Illinois country north of the 
Ohio river, then still claimed as 
part of Virginia. An ostensible 
purpose was to aid in defending 
Kentucky settlements; the real 
purpose was to capture the Brit- 
ish post at Kaskaskia. In May, 
Clark set out for Illinois with 150 
frontiersmen and a party of in- 
tended settlers. On July 4, 1778, 
Kaskaskia was captured.

armed mob appeared and set fire 
to the building where the press 
was stored. Lovejoy, going outside 
with two armed guards, was shot 
down, and the mob entered the 
building and broke up the press. 
The heroic editor died at the age 
of 35. 

The crime of the Alton mob at- 
tracted national attention, but the 
feeling, even in the free states, 
was not wholly one of sympathy 
for Lovejoy. At a meeting in his- 
toric Faneuil Hall, Boston, resolu- 
tions condemning the mob’s act 
were opposed by James T. Austin, 
Attorney-General of Massachu- 
setts. He compared the Alton riot- 
ers to the participants in the Bos- 
ton Tea Party of 1773, and -de- 
clared that Lovejoy “died as the 
fool dieth.”

USTIN’S words evoked a reply 

which has become a classic of 

American oratory. An unknown 
young lawyer, Wendell Phillips, 
scathingly attacked the state offi- 
cial for his comparison of revolu- 
tionary heroism with pro-slavery 
mob violence. Pointing to por- 
traits of Massachusetts leaderg on 
the walls of the hall, Phillips Baid 
fervently: 

Mig! ov I heard the gentleman 
lay down principles which place 
the e murderers of Alton side by 
side with Otis and Hancock, with 
Quincy and Adams, I thought 
those pietured lips would have 
broken into voice ta rebuke the 
recreant American, the slanderer 
of the dead! 

“For the sentiments he has ut- 
tered, on soil consecrated by the 
prayers of Puritans and the blood 
of patriots, the earth should have 
yawned and swallowed him up!” 

Phillips followed this with a full 
discussion of the law and the cir- 
cumstances of Lovejoy’s death “in 
defense of life, liberty, property 
and freedom of the press.” The 
episode established the speaker's 
reputation, and his was thence- 
forth the most eloquent and ef- 
fective voice in support of the 
anti-slavery cause. 

As an act of public reparation,

The Hungarian rebellion of 1848, 
led by Kossuth against the Aus- 
trian monarchy, headed by the 
then young Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph, was successful as against 
the Austrian military pewer, but 
was put down, and its leader was 
driven into exile, by armed inter- 
vention of the Russian govern- 
ment. Kossuth, who sought refuge 
in Turkey, was invited by con- 
gressional resolution to visit the 


United States, and a battleship’ 


was sent to Turkey to bring him 
to this country. This, and the 
fact that the United States had 
earlier taken steps looking toward 
recognition of the independence

A formal remonstrance was sent 
to Washington by the Austrian 
foreign minister.

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HOSE who cook and those who 
T eat beets appreciate their 

beauty and the sparkle they 
add to meals. Besides their .nat- 
urally fine flavor and interesting 
texture, their year-round availabil- 
ity and economy are all in their 
favor and it seems would rate 
them high on the list of popular 
vegetables. But beets are not very 
highly esteemed generally speak- 
ing, and we who cook them are 
responsible. 

To. confirm this confession, ask 
those who enjoy beets only now 
and then and find out why they 
don’t choose them oftener. Their 
answer perhaps will be in line 
with one heard a few weeks ago 
from a Chinese visitor who could 


speak English and had learned a 
“ew of our slang expressions. She 
said that about the only cooked 
vegetable she could get at our 
restaurants besides potatoes was 
invariably beets and they were 
Harvard beets which were attrac- 
tive enough but for that abomin- | 
able gooey sauce on them. This 
criticism, though harsh, is con- 
structive. It shows us that we 
have done very little about this 
lovely vegetable. 

Perhaps our difficulty is asso- 
ciated with preserving the beauti- 
ful color. The color pigment in 
beets, called anthrocyanins, turns 
to an ugly purplish color in the 
presence of small amounts of al- 
kali. There is even enough alkali 
in the water all over the country | 
to affect the beet color unfavor- 
ably. Therefore an acid such as 
vinegar or lemon juice preserves | 
and restores brilliant color and at 
the same time harmonizes agree- 
ably with beet flavor. Numerous 
other seasonings, however, are 
pleasing and of course there are 
many ways of modifying the form 
to introduce changes that will pre- 
vent beets from becoming monot- 
onous. Here are two ideas which 
should contribute to this wanted | 
variation. 

Two bunches beets (size of large 
golf balls), two tablespoons but- 
ter, four talbespoons lemon juice | 
(one large lemon), one and one- 
half teaspoong salt, three shakes 
pepper, one-half cup water, one- 
fourth teaspoon grated onion, one 
to two tablespoons sugar, one 
tablespoon chopped parsley or 
mint. : 

Wash beets, remove thin peeling | 
and «shred on medium coarse 


grater. There should be four cups. | 
Melt butter in saucepan, add béats, 

lemon juice, salt and pepper. Cov- | 
er tightly and cook over very low | 
heat for 30 minues, stirring occa- | 
sionally. Add water sugar and 

grated onion. Cover and cook 10 or 

15 minutes longer, or until beets 

are tender. Serve with chopped 
parsley or mint sprinkled over top. 

Four to five servings. 

Beet Mayonnaise. 

Fold one-third cup chilled salad 
dressing or mayonnaise into one- | 
third cup thick sour cream lightly. 
Then fold in one cup finely 
chopped canned or fresh cooked 
beets which have been chilled and | 
patted between folds of paper | 
toweling or paper napkin. Serve 
over chilled cauliflower which has 
been cooked in salted water until 
tender. This is excellent also 
served on lettuce wedges, or over 
thick slices of cucumber or toma- | 
toes or sliced green pepper.
